NEW COUNTY HEALTH REVIEW ISSUED 


Dr. Allen F. Gillihan, health officer of San Luis 
Obispo County, now issues a monthly review of the 
activities of the San Luis Obispo County Health 
Department which is distributed to interested resi- 
dents of the county. The review is mimeographed 
and it gives a monthly resume of recorded births and 
deaths, communicable diseases reported, supervision 
of milk and water supplies, immunization pro- 
cedures, general sanitation and laboratory examina- 
tions. In addition to the tabulated material, Dr. 
Gillihan issues each month an interesting statement 
summarizing the health conditions that have pre- 
vailed within the county the month preceding the 
date of issue. Dr. Gillihan prints the ee as 
the aim of his department: 


‘‘To enable the people to live a little 
longer, and, through health and education, 
to enjoy more contented lives.’
